The entire meeting wes devoted to e presentetlon by 
Mr, Murrow of USIA's counter* Insurgency progrsas In Veshlng* 
ton end in the field. 

Mr, Murrow begen by outlining the responsibilities of 
USIA in terms of the Fresldent's memorendum to the Director 
of USIA, deted Jenuery 25, 1963, Mr, Murrow pointed out 
thet this memorandum divides USIA*s responsibilities into 
two broad categories s influencing public attitudes in 
other nations, and advieiiig the Fresldent and the rest of 
the Government on the implications of foreign opinion for 
present and future U. 8, policies, programs, and official 
statements. The first of these makes USIA the overt 
psychological instrument of U. S, policy abroad; the second 
carries with It a heavy raspcoalbillty to insure that U, 8. 
policies are not carried out in a vacuum. 

Mr. Murrow then outlined the instrumentalities through 
idiich USIA carries out its mission abroad. He emphasised 
that all USIA country programs follow a USIA country plan, 
which is supplementary to, and conforms with, the overfall 
U, S. country plan, 

Ibr. Ihirrow described USIA priBgrems in critical areas, 
demonstrating how films, radio, radio broadcasts, books, 
paperbacks and leaflets cowplemant each other in getting not 
only the U. 8. message across but also that of the local 
govemment. He pointed out that in most underdeveloped 
countries the government lacks the capacity or the capability 
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t* proi«et lt» immgm mnd ftolnt: of vloir to Its own pooplw: in 
thojo cowtrlos USIA often finds Itself in the positlM wfasro 
giving Advice rMlly amins Msunlng londershlp. In Insurgonev 
Utuatlote USIA s nctlvltlss «te on intensified version of^^ 
it does els^re.

Hr, Mirrow then briefly described USIA progreos in three 
countries feeing different fmm of the coosunist threat: 
Ectedor, ThelUnd, end Vietiuus. He followed his deserlptlott 
with three teo*minute fllias oede in each of these countries 
ion civic action in Ecuador, the self-defense corps in 
vietntt» and the border patrol police in Thailand) and con- 
cluded the mting with a color fH« on the President’s visit 
to Central Aoerica.
